Rome July 25. 


HE Pope, yielding to the earneft repeat- 
ed Inftances of the Cardinal de Fourbin 
and the Duke d’ Uzeda, Ambaffadors of 
France and Spain, has at length granted 
Leave to King Philip V. to levy a Sub- 

fidy upon all the Ecciefiaftical Revenues throughout 
the’ Spanith Monarchy, on Condition that it be ap- 
ply'd folely in maintaining War againft Hereticks : 
And has actually fent a Brief to that purpofe to the 
Court of Madrid: But has not yet given his final 
Refolution upon another Demand of that King, viz. 
that‘he may be permitted to punifh all fuch Spanish 
Ciergy men as have been concern’d or thall engage in 
any Confpiracy againft him. The Count de Lam- 
berg, the Fimpecror’s Ambaffadoor, has fent Order 
hither for all his Domefticks to be difcharg’d his Ser- 
vice: His beft Houfehold Goods are remov'd from 
hisowa Palace to that of the Duke of Bracciano 
Odefcalchi: And Signior Catnitz Auditor of the 
Rota fur the Emperour, is preparing to retire from 
hence. A'i which gives juft Ground to beli¢¥e the 
Correfp: ndence between this Court and that of Vi- 
enna nor foon be renew'd. 
From the Leyden Gazette, dated Augult 13. 

Vino, Auguft 1. Yefterday Baron Sirmay went 
from hence for Hungary, with the Emperour’s Agree- 
menc to a fufpenfion of Arms with the Malecontents, 
and to propofe a Place for negociating a Treaty of 
Accommodation. ’Tis reported the Emperor has fig- 
nify’d to the Pope’s Nuncio, that it his Pleafure he 
retire from hence: And that his Imperial Majefty 
bas fent Order to Prince Eugene of Savoy to poffets 
himfelf of any Place in the Ecclefiaftical State, of 
which he hall fufpe& the Brench may attempt to 
make themfelves Mafters, to incommode the Impe- 
rialifts, as they have done feveral Times. What 
Truth there is in thefe Reports, time will thew. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Auguft 13. 

From Prince Eugene of Savoy's Camp at Romanen- 
g0, July 29. The 23d of this Month General Wet- 
zel fent Intelligence to Prince Eugene, that he had 
taken Marcaria from the Enemy, the Garrifon confift- 
ing of 100 Men being made Prifoners of War ; with 
no mere Lofs on our fide than of 1 Captain and 2 
Lieutenants kill’d, and 1 Lieutenant Colonel flightly 
wounded. The 24th we had Advice that the Ene- 
my had laid a Bridge over the Oglio at Bardolano, 
a Place firuate 4 or 5 Leagues from their Army ; 
whereupon Prince Eugene commanded Major Eben 
with 160 Horfe to march and poft himfelf at a {mall 
Diftance from thence, to watch the Motions of the 
Enemy and give fpeedy Intelligence of all he fhould 
obferve, noc only to Prince Eugene, but to General 
Werzel alfo. The latter fent Word to Prince Eu- 
gene, thar after the taking of Marcaria he was re- 
turn’d to Canetro, and that he had pofted at Ponte 
di Mela Licutenant Colonel Lucatelli with his 300 
Horfe, The 2§ch "twas advis'd, that the Enemy had 
begun to build a Fort at the Mead of the Bridge they 
had finith’d over the Oglio at Bardolano ; and that 
the Dnke of Vendome had pafs’d that Bridge with 
a ftrong Detachment of Grenadiers, Foot, and. Horfe, 
and pofted himfelf at a Village near the faid Bridge :

Hereupon Major Eben remov'd to a further Diftance 
with his Detachment ; and Prince Eugene (euc bim 
anew Order of the like Import wich that he 
gave him a few Days before. The 26th we bad 
Intelligence the Grand Prior of France had jafd 
the Ogho at Gazolo with a ftrong Decachmen: ; 
whereupon Prince Eugene fent Inftructio:s Gee 
neral Wetzel how to manage bimielt in Cafe he 
Enemy fhould endeavour to encicie tim be ween 
them as they feem’d to defign: That Goer on 
his Part fent Word, thar he would remain in Canete 
to till the Enemy had pafsd tre Chiefe ; that Liucu- 
tenant Colonel Lucatelii thould con wall on 
the Mela with his 300 Horfe ; and chs: he baw ofte 
ed Monfieur de St. Amour on the Chicfe with or- 
der as foon as the Enemy fhould paf. chet Rivero 
abandon Marcaria atrer he had withd awn che Gar- 
rifon, as being a Poft of little Importavce. The 27th 
we were inform’d the Duke of V ndome was :e- 
turn’d to his Army with his Detachment ; Ana Ge- 
neral Wetzel fent Advice to Prince Eugene that the 
Grand Prior of France had driven back bis advanc’d 
Guard to the Bank of the Chiele ; but then imme- 
diately retir'd with the Lofs of feveral Men, noi a 
Man being kill'd on our fide ; that however General 
Wezel had fent back his Baggage to Uftiano, wee- 
ther with the Garrifon of Marcaria, And that the 
next day he would follow with che reft of his Men, 
to prevent being diftrefs'd by the Grand Prior of 
France who had pofted himfelf at Aqua-negia. Lhe 
28th General Werzel fent Word he was returr'd co 
Uffiano ; that he had fet Men to work to perfect che 
Intrenchments that had been begun tacre, and to lay 
a Bridge there over the Oglio ; and thar Yefteiiay 
Morning the Enemy had attack’d his a aned 
Guard ; but were repuls’d with the Lofs cf 17 Mien 
kill’'d and 12 taken Prifoners who were dai 
wounded. To day (the 29th) feveral Spics have 
brought in Intelligence, that the Enemy are marching 
towards the Mela; and have loaded on Waggons 
Pontons neceffary for laying 2 Bridges over tha: litile 
River ; whereupon order is fent to Major Even, who 
continues pofted near Bardolano, to fend us {peedy 
Notice whether this be true, thar we may take pro- 
er Meafures to fuccour General Wetzel in Time, if 

Need be.

From the Duke of Vendome’s Camp at Soricina; 
Auguft 4, Laft Night Monfieur d’ Albergorti attack’d 
the Fort the Imperialifts had rais’d at the Head of 
their Bridge at Uftiano, with. fo great Vigour, that 
the Enemy thought beft to quit it, and to retire over 
the Bridge ; Our Men eé@ld not overtake them in 
their Retreat. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dared Auguft 15. 

Hamburg, Atig. 11. "Tis advis'd from Poland, that 
the a6th of laft Month, the Swedifh General Count 
Leeuwenhaupt engag’d a Body of Mufcovires near 
Mittaw in Courland : The Fight was maintain’d all 
that day, and renew’d the next, as alfo the 28th ; 
bur at length the Swedes. were entirely defeated, a- 
bout 5000 of them being kill’d, General Lecuwen- 
haupt dangeroufly wounded, and the Colonels 
Schreytenfelt and Mentze’, Lieutenant Colone! Dank- 
wert, and moft of the other Officers lain. All theiz 
Baggage fell into the hands of the Mufcovites: How 
many of the Swedes are Prifoners, we cannot yet 


learn, but “tis certein very few of them haye made . 
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theic Efeape. The MufCovites wete joooo Men 
ftrong, ce Sweaes bur $000, The former are at 
preicnt at Doblenen. and defign, ‘us tuppusd, to lay 
Siegd to Kiva. Lhe swediih Genera, slippenbach 
is poitrd with 10000 Men near Koke:.haulen ou the 
Duna, whence he will endeavour to fend a Rem 
forcement into Riga. We have Advice from War- 
jaw, that the Sweddh General B nde being abroad 
with a Party of 250 Men, was atrack’d and defeat- 
ed by fome Saxons, woo er took 50 of his 
Men, ‘The gift of Joly there was an Engagement 
st Woli near Warlaw between the Saxons and 
Swedes, which laited from 9 a Clock in the iMorn- 
ing till 4 in rhe Afterngon, but the Swedes remain'd 
Malters of the Field: The Saxon Foot fufier’d very 
much. 

From the Amfterdam Courant dated Augnft 15. 

Mejorzer, Cou land, July 28. Vhe Mutcovites 
have made fitch a flaughter of the {mall Army com- 
manded by General Lieuwerhaupt, that very few of 
rhe Swedes arecome of. Among the Officers kill'd 
in the Action, are reckon’d the Colonels Horn, 
Streiftenfelts, Menzen and Danguart ; Count Leeu- 
wenhaupt bimfelf was much wounded. The Army 
of the Mufcovices contifted of between 20 and 30000 
Men, that of the Swedes of 6 or 8c0c0, To mor- 
row, the Mufcovices, whofe Lofs was very confider- 
able are expected at Doublin. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dared Auguftrs, 

Danezick, Aug. 5. There has been a harp Action 
near Warfaw, between a Party of Swedes and one 
of Poles and Saxons ; the Poles fled at ihe firft Qn- 
fer, but the Saxoris ftood firm and accquitted them- 
felves very bravely, till at lengch both Parcics drew 
off as it were by Conient: The Lois on boch fides 
is faid ro be great; and thar the Swedih General 
Bonde waskil!'d,and the Saxon General Parkul taken,

* dert, Aug. 13. Yefterday Colenel Richards wha 
« was fent by my Lord Duke of Marlborough to the 
‘ Emperor, wich an Account of our Succels in for- 
* cine the Lincs ; returu’d to the Army and brought 
‘ bis Grace avery obliging Letter from his Imperi- 
‘ al Maj fty on tha: Occafion. Licurenant General 
¢ Homretch came back at the fi:ne time from the 
‘ Hogue, with the Anfwer from the States, to the 
¢ Provoia's tent from his Grace by him, touching the 
‘further Operations of the Campzign. The Pea- 
‘ fants employ’d in leveling the Lines, have razed 
thofe becween Waileige and Meerdorp, being 
¢ 5000 Paces 3 and are now working upon thofe 
‘ berween Meerdorpand Orp Le Petir. We are pre- 
‘naring to march forwards on Saturday next the 
‘ yerh, having made a Provifion of feveral days 
¢ Breed before hand. This day being the Aniverfary 
‘ of the Bartle of Bienheim,:le Deputies of the Sxares 
‘ with Moofieur d’Auverquerque. and other General 
Officers waiied cn my Lord Duke, and were en- 
tertain'd by his Grace at Dinner. 
From the Amftcrdam Courant, dated Auguft 15. - 
Antwerp, Avguft 13. The 2 Armies continue in 
their former Camps 3 bur reported the Enemy 
who within thefe few Days have receiv’d a great 
quansity of Ammmnition and Provifions, and have 
difis:bured to the Soldiers enough for 10 Days, will 
fpcedily break up: We cannot learn yet what their 
Pefign is, bur are apprehenfive they will rake their 
March directly for Bruffels ; which, if any thing, 
will draw the Eletor of Bavariato a general Engage- 
ment. 

Tournay, Aug. 11. The Marhal de Villeory has 
fent Colenel Croonftrom from Antwerp hither. The 
Marquis de Conflans with 8 Batcalions and 8 Squa- 
drons being detach’d from Germany, arriv’d at 
“Thionville the g:h Inftant, and from thence is com- 
ing with -all Expedicion to reinforce the Elector of 
Bavaria’s Army in the Low-Countries.
